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ISSUE 

Supplementary weightings for school districts are estimated to generate approximately $63.9 
million in funding in FY 2011.  This Issue Review provides an overview of all supplementary 
weightings currently available to school districts and examines the total funding amounts from 
FY 2003 through FY 2011.  
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Department of Education 
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Sections 257.11, 257.11A, 257.31, and 280.4 

BACKGROUND 

Under certain situations, school districts may count students at a weighting greater than 1.0 if 
those students attend, or participate in, specified programs.  For instance, special education 
students receive additional weighting to reflect the additional cost of providing special education 
curriculum.  Supplementary weighting is another form of weighting that creates incentives or 
covers increased costs and encourages school districts to offer or share programs, or extend 
services deemed necessary that might not be provided otherwise.1 

Supplementary weighting in Iowa was established in the mid 1980s and was used to provide an 
incentive for school districts to reorganize.2  Further modifications were implemented when 
Section 257.11 was established with enactment of HF 535 (School and Area Education Agency 
Financing Act) during the 1989 Legislative Session.  Section 257.11 established supplementary 
weighting amounts for shared classes or teachers, whole grade sharing, shared 
superintendents, and shared mathematics, science, and language courses.3   

CURRENT SITUATION 

There are currently eleven supplementary weighting categories that can increase a student’s 
weighting for school finance funding purposes.  The categories include:

Operational Sharing 

District-to-District Sharing 

There are currently four major categories of district-to-district sharing supplementary weightings.  
They are: 

• Shared teachers 
• Shared students 
• Whole grade sharing 
• Regional Academies 

Shared Students/Shared Teachers:  Districts can receive supplementary weighting for shared 
students or shared teachers if, subject to certain limitations, a resident student attends class in 
another district, or attends class taught by a teacher employed by another district, or attends a 
class that is taught by a teacher jointly employed by at least two school districts.  The weighting 
assigned to the resident student is 0.48 of the percentage of the school day participates the 
student participates in the sharing arrangement.  The School Budget Review Committee 
(SBRC) must certify to the Department of Management, that these sharing arrangements would 
not be implemented without the assignment of additional weighting.4    

Whole Grade Sharing:  Districts participating in a whole grade sharing arrangement can 
receive supplementary weighting of up to 0.1 for each student that attends class in another 
district, or attends class taught by a teacher employed by another district, or attends class that 
is taught by a teacher jointly employed by at least two school districts.  Supplementary 
weighting for whole grade sharing may be received for a maximum of three years.  The districts 
involved must jointly adopt a resolution stating that a study of reorganization or dissolution to 
take effect by July 1, 2014, will occur.  Additionally, the SBRC must verify the progression of 
reorganization for districts to receive whole grade sharing supplementary weighting for the 
second and third years.5  Supplementary weighting for whole grade sharing was scheduled to 
expire at the end of FY 2007 but was extended to FY 2009 through FY 2014 with enactment of 
SF 447 (School District Sharing Incentives Act) during the 2007 Legislative Session.  

Regional Academies:  Districts that host a regional academy can assign a resident student 
that attends the regional academy a weighting of up to 0.1.  The maximum total weighting a 
school district may receive is 30.0 and the minimum is 15.0.6  Supplementary weighting was 
scheduled to expire at the end of FY 2008 with enactment of SF 447, but Department of 
Education administrative rules extended the program an additional year.7  The Regional

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Academy Program was modified and reauthorized with no expiration date with enactment of 
HF 2679 (FY 2009 Education Appropriations Act) during the 2008 Legislative Session. 

Supplementary weighting amounts and district participation information for FY 2003 through 
FY 2011 is provided in Table 1.   In general, supplementary weightings for shared teachers 
accounts for the largest portion of the district-to-district supplementary weighting each year.  On 
average for FY 2003 through estimated FY 2011, the percentage of districts that received 
supplementary weighting for shared students was just under 20.0% and the percentage of 
districts that received supplementary weighting for shared teachers was about 18.3%.

District-to-Community College Sharing (Community College Courses) 

Districts can receive supplementary weighting for each resident student that attends a course 
offered and provided by a community college.  The course may be offered at the high school but 
it must be taught by a community college instructor and must be available to all community 
college students.  Additionally, the course must be part of the community college’s curriculum 
and qualify for college credit.8  Prior to FY 2010, the supplementary weighting was up to 0.48 for 
an eligible community college course.  The supplementary weighting was modified as part of the 
Senior Year Plus Initiative enacted during the 2008 Legislative Session.  Beginning in FY 2010, 
resident students with eligible career and technical courses receive a weighting of up to 0.71 
while resident students with eligible liberal arts courses receive a weighting of up to 0.46.9 

Table 2 provides district-to-community college supplementary weighting from FY 2003 through 
estimated FY 2011.   Growth of the sharing incentive has been robust for the years displayed.

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The number of districts receiving supplementary weighting has increased from 52.8% in 
FY 2003 to nearly 85.0% in FY 2011.  Growth in the weighting has increased every year 
including three years with annual growth over 18.0%.  The estimated cost for the district-to-
community college sharing supplementary weighting totaled $17.8 million in FY 2011 (see 
Appendix A).

Shared Operational Functions 

Another school district sharing incentive included in SF 447 (School District Sharing Incentives 
Act) was the shared operation functions initiative.  Beginning in FY 2009, through FY 2014, 
school districts that share an operational function with another eligible political subdivision 
(includes all government subdivisions) receive a total supplementary weighting of at least 10.0 
and no more than 40.0 for the initial year the sharing occurs.  After the initial year, the weighting 
for the operational function is reduced by 20.0%.  Districts must verify cost savings directly 
attributable to the shared operations function with the Department of Education.10  Categories 
eligible for shared operational functions include: 

• Superintendent management 
• Business management 
• Human resources 
• Transportation 
• Operations 
• Maintenance 

Districts are eligible for each discrete operation function shared.   For example, a district that 
shares operations with another government entity or entities for business management, human 
resources, and transportation will receive a shared operation function supplementary weighting 
of at least 30.0 (three discrete operations multiplied by the minimum weighting of 10.0) and 
potentially a maximum of 120.0 (three discrete operations multiplied by the maximum weighting 
of 40.0).     

Table 3 provides supplementary weighting for shared operational functions from FY 2009 
through estimated FY 2011.  The supplementary weighting has had increases of over 90.0% 
each fiscal year and the number of participating districts has increased substantially as well.  In 
FY 2009, a total of 43 districts received supplementary weighting and the total increased to 131 
for FY 2011.  The estimated cost of the supplementary weighting for shared operational 
functions is $11.7 million (see Appendix A).

At-Risk Programs and Alternative Schools 

Supplementary weighting for at-risk programs and alternative schools is calculated through a 
formula implemented by the Department of Management and all school districts receive funding 
from this weighting.  Funds received from the weighting are designated to be used for programs 
serving at-risk students and alternative secondary school programs.  The supplementary 
weighting formula uses a combination of free or reduced price lunch student eligibility (grades 
one through six) and the budget enrollment of a district.11  The supplementary weighting plan 
was enacted with passage of HF 2496 (School Finance Supplementary Weighting Act) during 
the 2000 Legislative Session with implementation beginning in FY 2001. 

Figure 1 provides supplementary weightings for at-risk programs and alternative schools for 
FY 2003 through estimated FY 2011.  Since FY 2003, annual growth has been positive, but 
relatively modest.  Growth in the supplementary weighting is based on enrollments for free or 
reduced price lunch eligibility for grades one through six.  Although enrollments have been 
decreasing in recent years, free and reduce price lunch eligibility has increased each year 
leading to a slight annual increase in at-risk supplementary weighting.  Funding generated from 
at-risk supplementary weighting in FY 2011 is estimated at $13.2 million (see Appendix A).

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Limited English Proficiency 

Eligible students with limited English proficiency (LEP) can receive supplementary weighting of 
0.22 to provide funding for the additional costs associated with providing instruction for those 
students.  Students are eligible to receive the supplementary weighting for up to four years.12   
Enactment of HF 2404 (Limited English Proficiency Supplementary Weighting Act) during the 
2002 Legislative Session increased the LEP supplementary weighting from 0.19 to 0.22 
beginning in FY 2004.  During the 2006 Legislative Session, HF 2792 (FY 2007 Government 
Operations and Education Programs Act) increased the number of years a student could 
receive LEP supplementary weighting from three to four. 

Supplementary weighting for LEP is presented in Table 4.  Overall, the supplementary 
weighting total has increased nearly 70.0% between FY 2003 and estimated FY 2011.  
Additionally, the percentage of districts receiving supplementary weighting has increased from 
40.2% to 50.4% during that time.  The largest increases in the weighting occurred in FY 2007 
and FY 2004 and resulted from law changes noted in the previous paragraph.  Outside of the 
law changes, the annual percentage change has ranged from an increase of 7.4% in FY 2009 to 
a decrease of 9.8% in FY 2011.  Funding generated from LEP supplementary weighting is 
estimated at $17.0 million for FY 2011.

Other Supplementary Weightings 

Other supplementary weightings comprise a much smaller portion of the overall supplementary 
weighting.  These other supplementary weighting initiatives include: 

• Classes Taught via the Iowa Communications Network (ICN) – School districts that transmit 
virtual classes to other school districts via the ICN or school districts that receive virtual 
classes transmitted via the ICN receive a supplementary weighting up to 0.05 per student 
for the portion of the day the student attends virtual class.13  Supplementary weighting for 
ICN courses was approved with enactment of SF 588 (FY 2008 Education Appropriations 
Act) and began in FY 2009. 

• Reorganization Incentives – School districts that have a whole grade sharing agreement and 
reorganize between FY 2008 and FY 2014 receive supplementary weighting equal to the 
amount of whole grade supplementary weighting received in the year prior to the

reorganization for resident students.  Districts can receive reorganization incentive 
supplementary weighting for up to three years.  However, the combination of whole grade 
sharing supplementary weighting and reorganization incentive supplementary weighting 
cannot exceed six years.14  The reorganization incentive supplementary weighting was set 
to expire at the end of FY 2007 but was reinstated during the 2007 Legislative Session.15  

• Area Education Agency (AEA) Operational Sharing – This supplementary weighting is 
similar to the school district operational sharing but has specified language applicable to 
AEAs.  The supplementary weighting was enacted in SF 447 (School District Sharing 
Incentives Act) and has been available to AEAs since FY 2009.  Through FY 2011, only two 
AEAs have implemented the initiative (AEAs 13 and 14).  The AEA operational sharing 
weighting generated approximately $142,000 in FY 2011.   

Although the percentage of districts receiving supplementary weighting for classes taught via 
the ICN has increased from 10.2% in FY 2009 to 16.4% in FY 2011, the State total for the 
weighting is less than 10.0 and generates less than $50,000 statewide.  Reorganization 
incentive supplementary weighting peaked at 88.8 during FY 2007 and FY 2008.  Table 5 
provides supplementary weighting totals for ICN sharing, reorganization incentives and AEA 
operational sharing.

BUDGET IMPACT 

Funding for supplementary weighting is generated through the school aid formula and is based 
on the weighting amount for each category multiplied by the district cost per pupil.  The amount 
generated from supplementary weighting consists of a State aid component and a local property 
tax component.  In general, the State aid portion consists of 87.5% of the State foundation 
regular program cost per pupil (87.5% of the State cost per pupil) and the local portion funds the 
remaining amount (the difference between the district cost per pupil and the State foundation 
regular program cost per pupil). 

Figure 2 provides supplementary weighting funding amounts by category for FY 2003 through 
FY 2011 (Appendix A provides further detail in table form).16  District sharing reflected in the 
chart includes the supplementary weighting categories of shared students, shared teachers, 
whole grade sharing, and regional academies.  The “Other” category includes the 
supplementary weighting categories of ICN sharing, reorganization incentives, and AEA 
operational sharing.  Funding items of note include:

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• An increase of $12.5 million in community college course funding between FY 2003 and FY 

2011.  The percentage increases have ranged from a high of 27.9% in FY 2006 to a low of 
9.1% in FY 2007.  Additionally, the number of districts that receive supplementary weighting 
has increased from 196 (52.8% of districts) in FY 2003 to 306 (85.2% of districts) in FY 
2011. 

• Limited English Proficient (LEP) supplementary weighting funding total of $18.4 million for 
FY 2010.  This represents the highest level of funding in any fiscal year for any 
supplementary weighting category.  The weighting and funding amounts decreased slightly 
in FY 2011.  The LEP supplementary weighting had the largest funding total for six of the 
nine years reviewed (FY 2005 through FY 2010).   

• A significant increase in the school district operational sharing supplementary weighting.  
The initiative has been in place for three fiscal years and has nearly doubled in weighting 
and funding amount each year.  The number of districts receiving shared operational 
function supplementary weighting has increased from 43 (11.9% of all districts) in FY 2009 
to 131 (36.5% of all districts) in FY 2011.  This category of supplementary weighting is 
scheduled to expire at the end of FY 2014.

In FY 2011, total supplementary weighting funding is estimated at $63.9 million (see Appendix 
A) and represents approximately 1.6% of the total school aid finance formula funding to school 
districts.17  Figure 3 provides the funding levels for FY 2011 by category.  The following 
supplementary weighting categories accounted for approximately 93.5% of the total 
supplementary weighting categories: 

• Community college courses – totaled $17.8 million and accounted for 27.9% of the total.

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• LEP – totaled $17.0 million and accounted for 26.6% of the total. 
• At risk – totaled $13.2 million and accounted for 20.7% of the total. 
• School district operational sharing functions – totaled $11.7 million and accounted for 18.3% 

of the total.

FY 2011 Total Funding by Supplementary Weighting Category (in Millions) 
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Total funding for supplementary weighting has increased from $24.5 million in FY 2003 to $63.9 
million in FY 2011.  The annual percentage change shows increases of at least 10.0% in six of 
the last eight years with an annual average over the period of 12.9%.  Figure 4 shows the total 
supplementary weighting funding and annual percentage increases in the funding levels from 
FY 2003 through FY 2011.  After four years of growth at or near 10.0% from FY 2003 through 
FY 2007, growth of supplementary weighting modified in FY 2008 (2.3%).  However, with the 
reauthorization of whole grade sharing and the creation of shared operational functions 
supplementary weighting beginning in FY 2009, growth increased to 20.0% in FY 2009, 16.4% 
in FY 2010, and 10.2% in FY 2011.

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Figure 5 provides a comparison of total supplementary funding as a percentage of the regular 
program cost and compares the growth rates of each for FY 2003 through FY 2009.  The 
regular program cost was used in this comparison because it factors only enrollment changes 
and allowable growth rate changes for each fiscal year.  Change in the regular program cost 
ranged between 1.4% and 3.9% for FY 2003 through FY 2009.  The funding for supplementary 
weighting has increased each year since FY 2003 and stood at 2.3% in FY 2011.

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The LSA estimates that funding for supplementary weightings will continue to increase in 
FY 2012, FY 2013, and FY 2014.  Increases will be based both on growth in supplementary 
weightings and allowable growth rates for the specific fiscal years.  After FY 2014 and the 
expiration of the shared operational functions supplementary weighting provision, the LSA 
anticipates that total supplementary weighting funding may have moderate to negative growth. 

The General Assembly may wish to review supplementary weighting initiatives in detail to 
determine if the funding generated for school districts and AEAs is providing appropriate 
incentives to meet desired objectives.   

Appendix B provides additional detail by supplementary weighting category including total 
weighting and funding amounts from FY 2003 through FY 2011 and weighting amounts by 
enrollment category from FY 2003 through FY 2011.  Additionally, information presented in this 
Issue Review can provided for specific school districts upon request.
